THE ODD FELLOW'S RITUAL, 

SALTIMORE, March 6.—At the cession of the 
sovereign grand lodge I. 0. ©, F., held at Cin- 
cinnati in September last, a committee was 
appointed to revise the. ritual of the work of 
the order. The committee has been in ses- 
sion in this city during the past week, and 
completed its labor. The revised work will 
be ready for the use of lodges by the first of 
June next. The principal change requires 
the working of all subordinate lodges in the 
third degree, which is to go into effect after 
the first of July next. Messengers 
be sent to Germany, Switzerland, Australia, 
Canada and other foreign lands wheye the 
order exists, to instruct lodges in the new 
work.

A CATHOLIC PROVINCIAL COUNCIL, 

CiNcCINNATI, March 6.—The provincial coun- 
ceil of the Catholie church oi this archiepis- 
copal province made its preliminary organiza- 
tion in private session on Saturday. This 
proyince comprises ten dioceses, all of which 
except that ot Nashville, which is without a 
bishop, arc represented by their bishops 
It is thought that the question of educapion 
will receive isiportant consideration. The 
exercises vesterday were most imposing. At 
10 a.m. there was a grand procession of the 
altar boys, sub-deacons, deacons, priests and 
bishops, from the archepiscopal residence to 
the catHedral, the bisbops in pontifical robes 
and the priests in cassocks and white sur- 
places. As the procession entered 
the cathedral all the Catholic 
ehurch bells in the city rang. 
During pontificial high mass in the cathedral 
a cho. exclusively of priests, chanted the 
services.

FOR FOUR MILLIONS. 


The Failure of Sweet & Co., Bankers, Boaton. 

Boston, March 6.—The bankiug house of 
Charles A. Sweet & Co., 40 State street, this 
city, suspended payment this morning, caus- 
ing considerable excitement in financial cir- 
cles. The house has been advancing money, 
it is stated; to the Massachusetts Central rail- 
road, carrying its bonds and placing them in 
the market. The road is a new one. Its 
bonds have shrunk in value, and the banks 
which have been carrying bonds have called 
on Sweet & Co. for additional funds. To this 
call the firm has, been unable to respond. 

THE LIABILITIES. 

The liabilities are placed at about four mil- 
lion. The-wnseeured liabilities of the firm 
are about $2,500,000 and Sweet has personal 
property outside the firm more than sufficient 
to secure this amount. The members of the 
firm say no creditor need lose a dollar, and 
an investigation of the assets shows a remark- 
ably clean sheet. The effect of the failure in 
the broker’s board was less than would be 
that of almost any other banker on thie streets. 
The liabilities are almcst entirely to banks 
on good collateral. The firm will make @ 
statement to-morrow or Wednesday. 


PASSED OVER TO THE MAJORITY. 


The Death of Brigadier-General Deas, of the Confed- 
erate Army. 

New Yorr, March 6.—General Zachariah C. 
Deas, a retired broker, died here suddenly 
this morning of apoplexy, aged 63. He was 
bern in Camden, South Carolina, and was a 
nephew of General Chestnut. He removed to 
Mobile, Ala., at an early age. At the out- 
break of the war he joined the confederate 
army, and was appointed on ‘the 
of General Joseph FE. Johnston. 
ter the battle of Bull Run 
he was appointed colonel, and 
organized the 23rd regiment of Alabama, and 
armed and equipped it. He was sent to the 
western army under General Albert Sidney 
Johnston. After the battle of Shiloh he was 
appointed brigadier general. General Deas 
was in many important battles, and was re- 
garded as a yaliant soldier and oflicer. After 
being paroled at the close of the war he secur: 
eda pardon and came immediately to New 
York, where he engaged in cotton business. 


TRESCOTT'’'S PROTOCOL.

Mr. Trescott and the Chilian Premier Agree Upon a 
Proposition for Pern. 

PaNnaMA, February 26.—Adyvyices from Lima 
are to the effect that Minister Trescott and 
the Chilian Premier, Balmaceda, had drawn 
up a protocol, to be submitted to some 
PeruVian government, which shall — be 
acceptable to Chili, the protocol to serve as 
a basis for a treaty of peace between Chili 
and Peru. The protocol leaves the question 
of indemnity in abeyance, but recognized 
Chili’s claim to territorial accession. Ninety 
days are allowed Trescott to fulfill the condi- 
tions of the protocol, and much doubt exists 
of his being able to find an accessible Peru- 
vian government within the time.

AN ALLEGED CONFESSION

OF a Murder Perpctrated tna Kentucky Morethan Six | 
Years Ago. | 
Dispatch to the Enquirer, 

-CYNTHIANA, Ky., March 4.—Quitea sensation 
Was created’ in this community yesterday 
when it was generally known that a confes- 
sion had recently been made of a murder 
that was committed near this city between 
six and seven years ago, amg was the all- 
absorbing theme of conversation upon the 


tendance upon county court. | 

On a Saturday night, about seven vears ago. 
the lifeless body of Eugene McCarthy. one of 
our reputable citizens, was found on the pike 
just across Licking river, opposite this city. 
At that time a heated political primary elec- 
tion was pending, the excitement was running 
high, and scores of men from all parts of the 
county were in town daily, imbibing freely, 
McCarthy was intown on the day named 
above, pretty drunk, and left forhome ona fast 
steed about 10 o’clock that night. About 
1] o'clock your correspondent, who 
then resided in the suburban village across the 
river, found the corpse lying in the road with 


last. The facts were made known to the au- 
thorities, a coroner's Jury wasempaneled, and 


so the matter 
rested. ‘ 

This much in the way of how the man was 
supposed to have met hisdeath. We will now 
give what is alleged to be a death-bed confes- 
sion of Newton Ashbrook, who died at his 
residence near Trickum, in this county, last 
Wednesday, which was as follows: 

He said that on the night named above, he, 
in company with one Paddy Moore, left this 
place for their bomes about ten o’clock, and 
that they overtook McCarthy just opposite 
the city, on the pike, when Moore dealt 
McCarthy a blow behind the ear with his 
fist, Which felled him head first to the ground 
from his horse; that they rode on, not stop- 
ping to see whetherthe man was dead or not. 

Paddy Moore, the perpetrator, according to 
the Ashbrook statement, died about three 
years ago, and only last week Ashbrook him- 
self died. Ashbrook, with all his good traits, 
never gave up anything he knew about the 
murder until he was about to breath his last. 
He died of consumption. The above is the 
information in regard to the confession at 
hand. It may not be exactly correct in de- 
tail, but the substance is.

He is Indicted by the Grand Jury for Making Pelitical

New York, March 6.—It is reported about 
the federal building to-day that the United 
Siates grand jury have found an indictment 
against General Nelhmiah M. Curtis, special 
agent of the treasury, and that it will be pre- 
sented in court to-morrow.

RICHMOND, March 6.—Virginia is the first state 
that will reapportion under the new congressional 
apportionment bill. The state, which forme:ly was 
divided into nine congressional districts, is now 
made to contain ten, giving Virginia une additional 
representative in the national levislature. By the 
bill just introduced in the senate the entire state 
is sO politically divided as to give the read- 
justers eight representatives out of the ten 
to be elected. rhe remaining two are 
given tothe democrats. Under the old, or demo 
cratic apportionment, the state was designed to re- 
turn seven democrats and two republicans when 
there was anything like a free ballot anda fair 
count.

THE TOBACCO TAX 


LEADS TO A DEBATE ON INTERNAL 
REVENUE COLLECTIONS. 


Bill Day in the House—Passage of the Consular Ap- 
propriations Bill—Pensioning the Presidenttal 
Widows—Debating the Chnese Bl- 

The Destitution in Mississippi. 


The Senate. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Mr. Vest, from the 
commerce committee,reported favorably, with 
amendments, a bill to incorporate the Inter 
oceanic ship railway company and for other 
purposes, accompanied by a written report 
and the evidence taken before the committee. 
He said he would ask consideration of the bill 
on the fifteenth the orders now 
having precedence were then disposed of, The 
bill went into calendar. 

THE WIDOWS. . 

Mr. Teller reported favorably the house bill 
to pension Mrs. Garfield, with an amendment 
including Mrs. Polk and Mrs. Tyler; the 
amounts specified at $5,000 a year from Sep- 
tember 19, 1881. 

BILLS INTRODUCED. 

Bills were introduced by Mr. George to aid 
in the repair and construction of a levee on 
the east bank of the Mississippi in the state 
of Mississippi; also to revive the grant of 
lands made to the state of Mississippi to aid 
in the construction of a railroad from Bran- 
don to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Mr. Garland offered a resolution of inquiry, 
addressed to the military cumiittee.fas to the 
propriety of increasing the $100,000 appro- 
priation for the purchase and distribution of 
subsistance stores to aid in the relief of the 
laboring classes in the district overtlowed by 
the Mississippi and its tributaries. He said he 
had received information which ,convinced 
him that the appropriation would be in- 
suflicient. The rising of the water continued 
and the suffering wus really beyond estimate, 
even at this time. Upon telegrams and let- 
ters he had received, including one from the 
governor of Arkansas, he deemed it his duty 
to call attention to the matter. The resolu- 
tion was adopted. 

THE CHINESE BILL. 

The Chinese bill was taken up as unfinished 
business, and Mr. Slater advocated the bill. 

Mr. George announced that he emphatically 
indorsed the bill and the amendments of Mr. 
Grover and Mr. Farley. Two of the reasons 
governing his vote would be because, with 
alinost entire unanimity, the — people 
of the states affected by Chi- 
nese immigration desired its passage, 
and as clear as direct. No second-hand or 
round about protection of American laborers 
against the degrading and inferior race now 
threatening to overwhelm them. Replying 
to what he characterized as the speculation ot 
humanitarian philosophy, he said he preter- 
red to incur the charge of inconsistency rath- 
er than subject the people of the Pacific states 
to a continuance of the dangers to which they 
are exposed, although he did not velieve the 
bill transcended constitutional principle. 

The debate was temporarily suspended, 
and Mr. <Aliison submitted the conference 
report on the immediate deficiency bill, 
which was adopted. 

The debate then proceeded. Mr. Brown 
against the bill argued that twenty year’s 
suspension being practically ar inhibition of 
iminigration, was a violation of the spirit, if 
not the letter of treaty, and an intimation to 
China that our first step in twenty year's sus- 
pension would be followed by a nine year’s 
extension. When Mr. Brown had concluded, 
Mr. Dawes was awarded the floor, and the 
senate adjourned.

PENSIONING 


The House. 

The speaker announced the unfinished 
business to be the consideration of the consu- 
lar and diplomatic appropriation bill, on the 
passage of which the previous question was 
ordered on Saturday. Mr. Holman, of Indi- 
anu,moved to recommit the bill, with instruc- 
tions to the committee on appropriations, in 
regard to envoys extraordinary and ministers 
plenipotentiary, ministers resident and secre- 
taries of legation, and to insert therein pro 
visions for the appointment of such consuls 
and other commercial agents as shall be neces- 
sary to promote and encourage the commerce 
of the United States, and protect the interest 
of the citizens of the United States in foreign 
countries. The motion was lost, 22 yeas to 77 
nays, and the bitl was passed. 

BILLS INTRODUCED. 

Under the call of states the following bills 
were introduced and referred: By Mr. Bel- 
ford, of Colorado—A resolution reciting the 
miseries inflicted upon the Jews in Russia, 
declaring that the people of the United 
States protest against the spirit of persecution 
revived in.Russia, asserting that the Hebrews 
are loyal citizens and subjects, and requesting 
the president to submit to his imperial miaj- 
esty, the czar, the friendly assurances of the 
people of the United States,and to request him 
to exercise his power for the sake of human- 
ity, to protect his Jewish subjects from the 
violence of theirenemies. By Mr. Hammond, 
of Georgia—A bill reducing the tax upon the 
manufactures of worms and stills 50 per cent. 
By Mr. King, of Louisiana—To provide pen- 
sions to the soldiers and sailors of the Mexican 
war and the Indian war of 1836. By Mr. 
Dingiey, of Maine—Te place American ship- 
ping employed in the foreign carrying trade 
on an equal footing with vessels of other 
countries engaged in the same service. It 
abolishes consular fees, repeals the law 
directing an assessment of hospital 
dues upon salaries and provides that the ton- 
nage tax, which is now imposed annualy, 
shall be imposed upon every entry. It 
also imposes on foreign vessels entering 
an American port, light dues equivalent 
to those imposed on American vessels by the 
nation to which said vessels may belong. By 
Mr. Candler, of Massachusctts—To equalize 
the duties on sugars and molasses. [lt fixes 
the rate of taxation on , molasses, 
melado, syrup of sugar, .cane juice, 
tank bottoms. cune molasses and all sugar not 
above No. 15 D.S. in color at 25 per cent ad 
valorem, and on suyars above No 13 D.S. in 
color at 30 per cent ad_e valo- 
rem.] By Mr. Vance, of North Caro- 
lina—To place all the surviving soldiers 
and sailors who served in the Indian wars on 
the pension rolls. By Mr. Parnell, of New 
York—Amending the statutes relative to du- 
ties on sugar. [lt provides that a tax of 
twenty-five per centad valorem shall] be levied 
on sugar, molasses and coniectioneries, and 
that under these titles shall be included 
syrup of sugar and sugar cane juice, 
melado, tank bottoms, concentrited molasses, 
and concentrated maledo.} By Mr. Kelly, of 
Pennsylvania—To abolish discriminating du- 
ties and to enlarge the free list. [It places a 
large number of articles on the free list.] By 
Mr. Gibson, of Louisiana—For the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi river. By Mr. Hewitt, 
of Alabama—To restore to the pension roll the 
names of persons dropped therefrom by 
reason of participating in or aiding the re- 
bellion. 

THE TOBACCO TAX, 

Mr. Dibrell, of Tennessee, moved to suspend 
the rules and pass the bill repealing so much 
of clause six of section 5244 revised statutes, 
relating to the sale of tobacco, as imposes a 
fine or penalty on farmers and producers 
of leaf tobacco who may at the same 
time to consumers, and providing that 
hereafter all farmers or other producers of 
leaf tobacco shall be allowed to sell their 
own or their tenant's production without li- 
cense or penalty. The motion was seconded, 


yeas 85, nays 66, anda half hour's debate wag 


entered upon. Mr. Dibrell advocated the 
bill, which he asserted would only reduce the 
revenue about six hundred dollars. At pres- 
ent it cost the government $10,000 to enforce 
the law and collect that six hundred 
dollars. Mr. RJbinson was opposed to 
the proposition as one that would strike down 
the tax on tobacco, and give unlimited oppor- 
tunity to fraud and imposition. Mr. Kelly, 
of Pennsylvania, stated that he was anxious 
to get rid of the system of internal taxation, 
which put the whole process of business of a 
particular class under cruel supervision, but 
this was beginning at the wrong end. It 
would allow the revenues, so far as tobacco 
was concerned, to be fritted away. This 
question was now before the committee on 
wavs and means, and was receiving grave con- 
sideration. It had been stated that the revenue 
would only be reduced to the extent of $600, 
but the commissioner of internal revenue bad 
laughed at that statement, and declared that 
the effect on the revenue could not be esti- 
mated inasmuch as the manufacturers’ stock 
would be greatly depreciated. He (Kelly) 
would co-operate’ in all just — efforts 
to relieve the country of internal revenue 
taxation, but to repeal this law now would be 
to throw the whole tobacco trade open, and 
depreciate the stocks in the hands ol every 
manufacturer. The house should wait until 
the committee on ways and means had re- 
ported on the subject. I believe that the com: 
mittee will, in a fortnight, bring in a bill 
reducing internal revenue taxation by an 
amount from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000, and 
then it will be time to say what gentleman 
will aid us in the good work of emancipating 
the south. 

Mr. Young, of Ohio, opposed the bill, 
which he argued would strike down 
the manufacturing interests, and make eyery 
farmer a quasi manufacturer. Mr. Speer, of 
Georgia,. contended that this vexatious and 
harsh system of taxation should be abolished. 
The motion to suspend the rules and pass the 
bill was lost—yeas 113, nays 91—the necessary 
two-thirds not voting in the affirmative. 

A CkY FOR A PENSION, 

Mr. Bliss, of New York, presented to-day

National Ald to Education—The Panama Conaul- 


Wasnuincton, March 6.—President Arthur 
has received from Mr. Conkling a letter de- 
clining the associate justiceship of the 
United States’ supreme court. 

THE PANAMA CONSULSHIP. 

John H. Wilson, who was last week ap- 
pointed consul at Bremen, is by this appoint- 
ment simply transferred from Panama to his 
old post Where he was for three years, from 
1873 tol876. He went from there to Hamburg, 
where he remained for another three years, 
and from there to Panama. The consuiship 
at Panama is the best in point of pay by about 
$10,000, but Mr. Wilson says that he would 
not live in Panama for $20,000 a year. 

NATIONAL AID TO EDUCATION, 

The subject of national aid to education in 
different forms is being pressed upon the at- 
tention of congress trom the south. Natur- 
ally, perhaps, the planof Butler, of South 
Carolina, which proposes to give the pro- 
ceeds of the sales oi public lands to that pur- 
pose, meets with the most favor in Senator 
Butler's own state.

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Richmond, results of 
expenditure of $100,000 annually from the 
Peabody fund, of which heis the general 
agent. The Rev. Dr. Hartzell presented 
the growth and. deyelopment of the 
chureh, and the educational work of 
Methodist Episcopal church in the south. 
That church has spent in the southern states 
since the war about 34,000.000 General 
Armstrong, president of the Iampion In- 
dustrial School, gave yaluable iniormation 
bearing on the whole subject. The in- 
formation given by these gentlemen on the 
educational condition and wants of the 
south among both white and colored peo- 
ple followed by an interesting dis- 
cussion among the members of the commit- 
tee, in which Senators Mahone and Brown 
of Georgia took an active part. The new 
party in the south is to be a party which en- 
courages education.

THE RAGING RIVERS. 


BREAKING AWAY FROM BANK 
LIMITATIONS. 


The Pitiable Condition of Affairs in the Red R:ver 
Country—A Scene of Destitution All t-e Way 
from Cairo to New Orleans—The 
Great Des itution of the People. 


New Orveans, Mareh 6.—Captain Richard 
Sinnett, of the Red river packet Jesse K. 
Bell, who has just returned from a trip, oa 
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being interviewed said: ‘I found great dis- | 


tress prevailing on Red river. All of the low 
lands below Alexandria are overflowed. 
Above Alexandria the low lands in Winn, 
Grant and Natchitoches parishes are all coy- 
ered with water. The Clapp place above the 
Bayou Rapids, and all of the low lanas 
from Colfax up to Montgomery are in- 
undated. Alexandria is not yet overflowed 
and little damage has been done between 
that point and Colfax so far. The planters of 
Bayou Bocuf showed sufficient enterprise to 
put their men to work on the levees, and have 
built quite a strong bank around Alexandria, 
rendering it sate trom the inroad of water. 
The water is now coming down the Mississip- 
pivery rapidly, and it is of this more than 
that of Red River that the people are afraid. 
The water is flowing through the creva- 
SEs on the Tensas and Black 
rivers, and is backing up into the Red river 
very rapidly. There is noteliing what dam- 
age yet may result. The Pi are under- 
going terrible hardships. Many of them are 
emigrants who settled in the productive low- 
lands along the river, improved the country 
considerably and were building it up. Some 
of them had only made one or two crops, and 
were just beginning to get their places in full 
running order when the water come and 
swept their crops and everything else away. 
Those who could doso ran their stock up to 
the hills, but most of them are ruined entire- 
ly, and are on the verge of starvation. I 
helped them all I could, and I think it is the 
duty of the government and all citizens to 
assist those whose means have been taken 
from them by the merciless flood. 
THE RECEDING WATERS. 

LittLE Rock, March 6.—A special to the 
Gazette from Arkansas City via Tripp Station, 
at noon to-day says: The water has fallen in 
all 15 inches, caused by the weakening of the 
levee in the Mississippi — and above 
at Riverton, Watch, Clay, Baggett and Wil- 
liams bavous, and other points. All of Boli- 
ver county, Mississippi, is under water, and 
most of Washington county, including Green- 
ville. There is much suffering and want on 
both sides. Families are huddled together 
in such houses as they think are safest. The 
expected aid from the government will reach 
this people in good time, and many hearts 
will be made happy by the approach of bread 
and meat. In this city the water receded 
from many houses, which are being washed 
out to-day and made ready to receive their 
inhabitants from the garrets. No further loss 
of life has occurred. The people are more 
cheerful, as there are signs of relief and re- 
turning business. The oil mill continues 
at work, and is not at all 
injured. The railroad men have begun 
tu repair their track preparatory to the re- 
sumption of the running of trains. A great 
number of skiffs and other boats ply to and 
from Tripp station, four miles away, to carry 
freight and passengers. ‘The Journal office 
is above water and the paper will hencefor- 
ward be issued regulariy. Ihe habitable por- 
tions of the town are filled with people who 
anxiously look up the river for the expected 
government rations. The Hood comes so early 
as to give hope it will soon recede, and furnish 
an opportunity to begin raising crops, but far 
beyond the usual time. 

A REVIEW OF THE SITUATION. 

NeW Or_eans, March 7.—A representative 
of the Times Democrat having made an ex- 
amination of the. levees for a distance of 
150 miles above New Orleans, reports the 
levees generally in gooed condition and able to 
stand more water, but reports several hundred 
weak places where the roadways have been 
made and rice tlumes built. In the case of 
high winds and rains these places are danger- 
ous unless promptly strengthened. The 
Times-Democrat caused the inspectors from 
the state engineer department to be sent out 
to-day from New Orleans to Donaldsonville 
and Baton Rouge, at the paper’s expense, to 
examine the entire lines of levees for 150 
miles above New Orleans and to warn the au- 
thorities and planters. The crevasse on the 
west bank of the Mississippi river below Baton 
Rouge would inundate the rich sugar parish 
of Teche. 

Two crevasses are reported in the bayou 
Laforche levees,one near Laforche crossing,the 
other near Thibodeaux. The latter is very 
serious. The break is believed to be on the 
west bank. It is now six feet deep, and the 
water is said to be three feet deep on the pub- 
lic road in the vicinity. Unless these break- 
can be speedily closed great damage wilkresults 
The parishes protected by these levees annu 
ally produce about one hundred and twenty- 
two thousand hogsheads of sugar, besides 
molasses, cotton and rice. 

EIGHT FEET DEEP. 

There is another severe cravisse about 114 
miles from here, which started at the same 
time. It ils on the west side of the bayon, on 
Leonard's place, and is 65 feet wide by 8 deep, 
and is increasing. They are at work at it now. 
This covers the J. G. Jay and the Lagarde 
places already. Mr. Pardely, superintendent 
of the Morgan road, who has been here, has 
ordered all the section’ hands available to this 
point. The water has fallen inthe bayou one 
toot en account of the breaks. 

At Pittman’s place, three miles below La 
Fourche, the leit bank gave way, and there is 
now a sweep of water thirty feet wide and ten 
feet deep. Three large plantations are al- 
ready under water. On the left, on the Mor- 
gan track front, from the fourth to the forty- 
sixth mile post, the water is within eighteen 
inches of the track. Efforts have been made 
to stop it. 

THE MEMPHIS DISTRICT. 

Mempuis, March 6.—The river at this point 
declined one inch yesterday, and indicates 
35 feet and S inches above low water mark. 
Commissioner Mangum, of Arkansas, sent 
supplies this afternoon by steamer to the 
needy at Laconia Circie, and up White river. 
A Helena, Arkansas, special says the river 
has risen over four inches in the past 24 
hours, which brings it up to within 5 inches 
of the laterise. It is thought the waters 
will soon be above the highest point reached 
this season, and the river is expected to con- 
tinue rising until aboutthe 12th. The citizens 
are thoroughly aroused, and will make a hard 
fight to save the front levees. The back-water 
in the city is rising at about the- same 
rate as the main river, but will rise 
faster when the levee below gives way. 
The river along the Memphis section is about 
stationary, but will doubtless begin rising 
again to-night, as heavy rains have fallen to- 
day throughout this region. 

_ WHAT THE COMMISSIONERS SAY, 

In an interview to-night Commissioner 8. H. 
Malgum, of Arkansas, said that in the coun- 
ties of Mississippi, Crittenden, Lee, Painsett, 
Cross, oe. St. Francis, Paillips, Desha, 
Chicot and Monroe, in Arkansas he had in- 
formation of about 20,000 destitute people 
who would have to be fed by the government 
for at least furty days. These counties don’t | 
include those bordering on Ked river, where 
c suffering is saidtoexist.

A SUNKEN BOAT. 

LovisvVILLE, March 6.—The steamer James 
DD. Parker, from Cincinnati to Memphis, sunk 
in the channel under the railroad bridge 
shortly after noon yesterday atthis city. She 
was being piloted over the falls by Captain 
Pink Varble, and he says the aceident was 
causea by the vessel refusing to answer her 
helm. Ghe was drawing only six and a half 
of eight feet of water in the’chutes. The 
steamer lies at the lower end of Rubble Rock 
with her bow up the stream, and is a total 
loss: The life saving crew arrived on the 
scene in ten minutes after the aceident, and 
by their timely aid prevented the loss of life 
amid the excitement. The boat took fire, but 
the flames were extinguished by those on 
board before they had gained much headway. 
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RELIEF CALLED FOR. 


The Distress in Lonisiana—The Action of the Gov- 
ernor. 

New ORLEANS, March 6.—The foilowing ap- 
peal has been received here: “Baton Rouge, 
La., March 6.—The levees of west Baton 
touge cannot stand a much greater pressare. 
A call is made upen the interior parishes, 
which will suffer from the flood sure to pass 
over the parish in case our levees break, to 
send at once money to ouraid. A few thou- 
sand dollars may prevent a repetition of the 
disasters of 1874. Will the people of St. 
Mary’s, Iberia, Terrebonne, Lafourche, St. 
Martins, Assumption and Iberville respond 
to the call for aid in their own defense? 

URGED TO BEAR THEIR PART. 

Baton Rover, La., March 6.—The people 
and the local authorities of Point Coupee, 
west of Baton Rouge, are not able to defend 
the long line of levees extending from Hick- 
ory to Morgan city. The state has no funds 
for this purpose, and the parishes to the south- 
west, protected by our levees, should 
respond at once and remit to 
the president of the _ police jury 
Point Coupee and West Baton Rouge liberally 
and promptly. The authorities of these two 
parishes are honorable and energetic men 
and every cent contributed will be employ 
to the best advantage. We call upon those 
interested directly in maintaining these 
levees, and make no appeal in this time of . 
general distress for outside aid. 

RELIEF MEASURES BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

Wasuincron, Mareh 6—The secretary of 
war has telegraphed to Lieutenant-General 
Sheridan at Chicago to have several officers 
go into the region devastated by the resent 
floods on the Mississippi, so that he may 
have the most reliable information of the 
general extent of the troubles and of the 
actual needs, in order that wasteful issues 
may not be made. He also telegraphed Sen- 
ator Vest, of Mississippi, in _ reply 
to a telegram from Governor Crittenden, 
for more rations as follows: *‘Kight days’ su 
plies for the number stated by him in Missis- 
sippi and Pomisco counties had already been 
sent. In view of the enormous demand from 
lower down the river, itdoes not seem advisa- 
ble to increase the supplies to this point at 
present. For example, the Arkansas commis- 
sion asks for 15,000 rations for forty days, 
which alone would cost about $20,000, more 
than the total amount appropriated by con- 
gress for all the sufferers.”’ 

AID FOR THE DESTITUTZ. 

(;eneral Sheridan has detailed Captains Lee 
of the 9th infantry, Benham, of the 7th im- 
fantry, Land, of the 9th cavalry, and Page, of 
the 3d infantry to visit the flooded regions of 
the south where relief is being distributed, 
and report to Commissary Beckwith at St 
Louis on the condition and needs of the peo- 
ple. The officers are instructed to report 
promptly by telegraph. Postmaster Pearce, 
at Vicksvurg, telegraphs the war department 
‘hat the levee is broken all along the river 
front. Many are drowned. He asks for 
prompt assistance. Governor Cullom, of THi- 
nois, telegraphs that the people of Pulaski 
county, Llinois, are appealing for aid, having 
been inundated by the overflow from the Ohio 
river. Assisiance will be sent. The de 
ment also ordered five thousand additional 
rations to points in southwest Missouri to be 
named by Governor Crittenden.

LUCY COBB CHAPEL. 


Deacription of the Architecture of the New Athens 
Structure. 
Athens Banner. 

The material of which the chapel is to be 
built is pressed brick and the style is to be 
the Queen Anne or modified Gothic. The 
body of the chapel is in the shape of an oc- 
tagon, and is fifty-one feet long by 62.4 feet 
wide. The auditorium will have the sloping 
floor and circle somewhat similar to the ar- 
rangements in theaters. The stage fronting 
the main entrance is in rear of the main 
body of the chapel, and with the rooms open- 
ing on it from a square structure resting 
againt the rear face of the octagon 
and extending out on either’ side so 
as to be visible from the front. Un- 
derneath this stage, etc., are lecture rooms. 
The roof of the main chapel comes to a point 
over the center of the auditorium, and is sur 
mounted by a belfry. The roof is to be coy 
ered with slate, and on the interior to be open 
and finished in gothic style. The windows in 
four faces of the octagon are 8 by 14 feet, and 
will be of ample size to light the main hall 
well. Beside the main front entrance, which 
is approached by broad steps on either side, 
there are two entrances, one on either side, 
where the main building joins the rear build- 
ing; these are visible from the front, and open 
from the outside on to the stage, into rooms 


in the rear and into the auditorum.

Additions to the Original Town—Rapidity of Improve- 
ment Removing the Old Land-Marks — The 
Waycross Short Line Offices—A Livel,s 
NewspaperZ Rise in Real Estate.

On every hand new buildings are in course 
of construction. At present the town is 
divided by a deep branch. The ola—or I 
should say the original town—is on the north 
and east side of the branch, and the exten- 
sion, that portion belonging to the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railway, is on the south 
and west side. But judging from the rapidity 
of improvement it will not be many years 
before the two will be united in such a way as 
to obliterage every vestige of the present ap- 
parent dividing line. Lots in the old town—

Quite a number 
of buildings, residences, and business houses 
are now going up in both places, and the peo- 
seem alive to the pregent emergencies and 
iopeful of future prospects. The Savannah, 
Florida and Western railway have erected at 
their junction with the Waycross short line a 
splendid, commodious building, for. offices 
and the accommodation of passengers, and 
here is an eating house presided over by Mr. 
P. McGuire, of New York. Everything is 
conducted in regular New York style. On 
the east side is a broad, level area, reserved 
by the company for the use of their employes, 
and neat residences are going up rapidly. 
noticed among these a fine residence recently 
completed for Mr. Reed, the assistant 
engineer of the road. I learn that a splendid 
large brick hotel is soon to be erected near the 
depot. Nor is Waycross behind in other mat- 
ters, suggestive of an enlightened, progressive 
community. She has a first-class live weekly 
newspaper, owned and edited by Judge Joseph 
Tillman, well known to the people of Savan- 
nah and the state. I was not fortunate 
enough to meet the judge, who was absent, 
but found Mr. W. A. Wright, also well known 
in Savannah, temporarily representing him. 
To this gentleman I am indebted for the 
usual courtesies of the press. Two good 
schools are in successful operation and are 
well patronized by the citizens. <A neat 
Methodist church and a tasty-looking, commo- 
dious courthouse, and there is now in course 
of construction a town market.

A Colored Mutes Institute.

We understand an effort is being made to 
organize a colored department of the institute 
for mutes. The state has made provision for 
the education of colored mutes, and the su- 
perintendent states that he is desirous of or- 
ganizing a class before taking definite steps— 
in fact, he must have a guarantee of ten pu- 
pils before commencing the colored depart- 
ment. We are informed that Solomon Walk- 
er, a very worthy colored man, having a son 
who isa mute, has been trying to- circulate 
these facts among his race in this community 
with a view to obtain the names of the num- 
ber required, who are willing to avail them- 
selves of this opportunity. So far he has only 
succeeded in finding four, and we are asked 
to bring the matter to public attention, that 
his work may be facilitated. Those who know 
of any colored mutes will be doing a good ser- 
vice by bringing these facts to the notice of 
the parents. and report the names to Solumon 
Walker. This wiseand benificent provision 
of the state should be availed of, and this can 
only be done by securing the requisite num- 
ber of pupils Which the law requires before 
the department can be established. Unless 
this is done, the four mutes now obiained will 
lose the important benetit of education, 
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Silk Ralsing in Athena. 
Athens Banner. 

Rey. J. C. Davis, who is engaged in making 
a collection of the Lepadoptera of Clarke 
county for the museum of the University of 
Georgia, called to request any one who knows 
of the white mulberry growing near Athens, 
to report the same to him or to this office. In 
the course of an interesting conversation on 
the subject of moths and butterflies, he 
showed us specimens of the Chinese silk 
cocoons. and a beautiful skein of the wound 
silk. The cocoons were of fine shades of yel- 
low and green tints. Mr. Davis has now 
about 1,500 eggs of the silk moth which will 
hatch out now in a few days. They must be 
fed on the leaf of the mulberry until they 
wind themselves up into the cocoons. If lett 
long enough the moth will cut through the 
cocoon and ruin the silk, so the pupa must 
be filled inside of the cocoon 
before it reaches the moth stage. This 
is done by heating them in an oven. The co- 
coons are then ready for winding. The silk 
lies on them in an endless thread in the shape 
of the figure eight. The moth is called, in 
the language of the ingalogists, bombyx 
mori. The process of hatching, laying and 
formation of the moth occurs three times 
during the summer.

A TALE OF A _ SHIPWRECKED 
SAILOR’S ADVENTURES. 


One of the Bahama’s Survivors, Pleoked up in Mid- 
‘Ocean on a Raft After a Long Fast, Tells a 
Thrilling Tale of the Horrors of the Sea 
Des‘ itution, Starvation and Despair. 


New York World. 

The brig Pearl, with a cargo of sugar from 
Port au Spain, Trinidad, arrived in port yes- 
terday, bringing one of the three sailors of 
the steamtr Bahama, which was sunk on the 
Oth instant, when on her way tothis city from 
Porto Rico. The. Bahama, as the readers of 
The World will remember, left Porto Rico on 
February 4 last for New York, and five days 
later experienced a heavy squall, with thun- 
der, lightning and cross seas. The next day 

the storm increased in fury, blowing a hurri. 

cane, sweeving the deck of everything mova, 
ble and throwing the vessel on its beam ends. 
The steamer shippeda great deal of water,fires 
were extinguished, and at four o'clock in the 
afternoon of February 10 the vessel, being 
about to sink, was abandoned by all hands 
with the exception of three men. The cap- 
tain’s boat, containing seventeen men, cap- 
sized. The other boat, containing fifteen 
men, in command of First Officer Williams, 
was picked up on the same day by the Anchor 
line steamer Glenmorag and brought to this 
city. It.was snpposed that the twenty others, 
including the three men who refused to leave 
the sinking ship, were lost, but the brig which 
arrived vesterday brought one of them. Napo- 
leon Mathurin, aged twenty-one, a French- 
Canadian, Who was a sailor on the Bahama. 
He was found on the morning of the 16th, 
six days after the sinking of the ship, floating 
ona portion of the deck house, about five 
hundred miles from. the Island of Bermuda. 
Mathurin is a stout, broad-shouldered, ruddy 
face | young man, about five feet six inches 
high. 

STICKING TO THE SHIP. 

To the World reporter he told the following 
story, after relating the desperate straits to 
which the crew was reduced by the storm: 
“After the water got ipto the cabins the ship 
was rolling about at tne mercy Of the waves. 
The boats were manned when we saw that she 
was sinking, but Duli, the pantryman, the 
second cook and myself refused to leave her. 
The captain inthe largest of the two boats 
pulled away with seventeen men, and the 
first officer had charge ot the other. They 
urged us. to go with them, but both boats be- 
ingtull we refused. The menin the ca@ptain’s 
boat bade us good-bye and rowed oft. His 
boat seemed like astraw in such waves, and 
atevery stroke of the oars I felt half inclined 
tocall them back. They had not gotten far 
away when a huge wave upset them, and after 
a pitiful cry all was still. I felt the vessel 
sinking rapidly, but held to a hawsér ona 
broken spar awaiting the result. She gradu- 
allysunk lower and lower, drawing me down 
by the suction. I thoug:;ht my time had come. 
The spar I held floated, and when I came to 
the surface nothing of the Bahama remained 
but floating woodwork. 

TAKING A DEAD MAN'S PLACE, 

“I was nearly blinded by the waves, but I 
held to the piece of spar. Rising with the 
waves I saw Joe Bilkner, the ship's porter, on 
apartof the forard deck-house, and swam 
for him as it looked big enough for us both, 
and I could not hold on to my piece, it was so 
small. When I reached Bilkner and _ at- 
tempted to get on, he cried out piteously for 
metogouaway. ‘We both can’t ve on this,’ 
he cried, ‘get something else, for God sake,’ 
He had hardly uttered the words when a 
wave swept him oif and between being 
stunned and exhausted by the swim from the 
captain’s boat when it upset to the ship he 
was drowned and I was powerless to save 
him. Then darkness came on and nothing 
could be seen of the others. There was noth- 
ing on the deck-house but myself, and [ had 
nothing to eat but one pilot biscuit, which 
I had put in my breast, All night 4ong the 
waves dashed over me, slapping me from one 
side to the other when | attempted to 
move. i was lying flat on the 
boards, and not for a& moment 
could I loosen my grip on the two iron 
hooks that were on them. No sun rose on 
the second day and the storm had not abated. 
i-ate the biscuit, which was softened to a 
pulp, and i¢anade me yery thirsty. The day 
was spent like the night. I kepta lookout 
for ships, but saw none, and when evening 
came I was very much discouraged. During 
the second night I broke off a door that was 
on the deck-house and put it over me for 
shelter from thesea. I could not sleep for 
fear of being washed off. I was in the same 
position for four days, almost crazy from 
thirst. On the third day I could not resist 
the temptation nor anticipate the conse- 
<qquences, but lapped up some salt water that 
had gathered in a corner of the rait. O! 
course it made me worse. 

A SAIL, BUT NO HELP. 

‘ach day after the first I saw sails passing, 
but my shouts and signals could not be heard 
orseen. It wasawful.. I tied my jumper (a 
canvas jacket or blouse) to a stick and waved 
it for hours when I saw these ships, and when 
Isaw them slowly disappear it made me al- 
most crazy. My mouth was sore from dryness 
and my face was cut with salt. On the fifth 
day the sea calmed a trifle and rain fell. 1 
thanked God for it. Ispread out my oil-skin 
coat and caught some of it. I did not allow 
much to gather, but lapped it up as it fell. 
Two days ago, I forgot to mention, I sawa 
bark and on it I could plainly discern the 


“man at the wheel and a man atthe foretop, 


but I was unseen, and it passed on. On the 

night of the 15th I slepta little by tying my 

arm to one of the hooks with my suspenders. 

The next day the weather was clear and fine. 
THE RESCUE. 

“As soon as it was light I began my daily 
lookout. I had not been looking long wnen 
I saw a sail about four miles off coming 
towards me. I waved my signal and saw the 
ship slowly approaching. Exhausted from 
my eflorts, [ fell down and slept for I guess 
half an hour. Whenlawoke the ship was 
near by. I waved my shirt and saw the crowd 
at the ship’s side waving back. When she 
came within a ship's length of me a boat was 
lowered and I was taken on. I was under the 
impression until I got in here that I was the 
only one sayed from the Bahama.” 

STANDING HIS PRIVATIONS WELL. 
Theodore Range, the first mate of the brig 
earl, who rowed out to rescue Mathurin, 

said yesterday: ‘‘I never seen such a man in 
my life, sir, as him we took aboard, It was 
in latitude 32.20 and longitude 73.10,” said, 
he, looking at his log-book, ‘‘when we came 
across him, and fora man that was six days 
Without anything for to eat or even any to- 

o was the heartiest.everI seen. He clum 
upthe side of the ship as spry as ye please, 
and didn’t want nothing to eat, but made 
Tight for the cook’s gallery and got away with 
four cups of coffee. He then went to sleep 
and didn’t wake up for a couple of hours. . Lt 
Was 830 when Theodore Note, the lookout, 
Saw him, and it was lucky he did, ‘cause the 
Next night it was very rough and the boards 
he were on were water-soaked. | 


A UNIQUE LIBRARY. 


e Remarkable Collection Made by a Philadelphia 
Janitor. 
Philadelphia Times 

A bad memory and a desire to preserve the 
geod things he read in the newspapers led Jo- 
Seph W. H. Cathcart, twenty-five years ago, 
tobegin scrap-book making. Now he hasa 
ibrary of 100 volumes, made up entirely of 
clippings, and covering a great variety of sub- 
ects, showing at once the broad range of the 
ollector’s taste and the wide scope of the 
ournalism of the past quarter of a century, 
Cathcart is janitor of the building No. 303 
falnut street, and has held this position for 
halfof his lifetime. In his room is a large 
bokcase filled with neatly-bound volumess 
ch with the character of its content, 
lamped in gold upon the back, with the name 
the compiler, followed by the mysterious 
letters “G. 8. B, M.,” which, as translated by 


Mr. Cathart, means ‘‘Great Scra 


Book Maker.” 
In proof of his bad memory, the collector was 
unable to tell without ccnsulting his books 
when he first began his work. An examina- 
tion -of his first collection of clippings fur- 
nished the date, December 16, 1856, and the 
first clipping was found to be an advertisement 
offering a reward for the capture of a runaway 
slave. The last book compiled is a pamphlet 
which, when bound, will bear the title: 
‘‘Mayor King and His Black Policemen.” It 
is made up of all the newspaper articles relat- 
ing to the appointment of colored men on the 
poliee force. 

The titles of some of the volumes will give 
an idea of the subjects covered. Three large 
volumies are devoted to “China and Japan ” 
and are made up of more than a thousand 
clippings. ‘Incidents in the Life of Jefferson 
Davis’’ tills two volumes, which are followed 
by tour. bulky Aooks, entitled “Anxious In- 
quiries.”’ The mes four good-sized yol- 
umcs of “Sermons and Religious “craps,”’ 
next to which ‘‘Assassination of Lincoln and 
Trialand Execution of the Conspirators,’’ is 
given place in a book of many hundred pages, 
“Odd Fellows and Good Templars’’ are repre- 
sented next in a single volume. as are also 
“Men and Women of 1868 and 1869.” Three 
large volumes, among the neatest in the collec- 
lion, are devoted to ‘‘Colonel Forney’s Let- 
ters and European Correspondence.’ Next to 
Colonel Forney’s letters is a yolume inscribed, 
“Life and Death of Charles Sumner,” and 
another, ‘‘Comic Sketches.”? One of the most 
interesting books in the collection, and, per- 
haps, the most valuable, is ‘Poetry of the Re- 
bellion,” which contains about a thousand 
war songs. Another interesting volume, and 
the largest in the library, is *‘The Colored 
People and the Passenger Railroads, and Rail- 
road Matters of the United States.”’ This book 
coptains 682 pages. No less than eight bulky 
volumes are devoted to *Westcott’s History of 
Philadeiphia.’ Three volumes are filled with 
“Masonic Scraps,’ and tive with clippings 
concern ig “‘Enfrancisement’s Last Chapter, 
the Fifteenth Amendment,” and four yol- 
umes suthice to accommodete ‘‘The Biack Man 
Atter the Passage of the Civil Right’s Bill.” 
Five volumes contain the doings of the‘ Freed- 
men’s Bureau,’ and the same numberof books 
are made up of clippings relating to “Slavery.”’ 
‘John Brown's Insurrection” finds place in a 
single volume, next to which are two immense 
“scrap Books of the Rebellion.”’ <A fat book, 
measuring four inches across, contains ‘The 
Trial of Mr. and Mrs. Twitchell for the Mur- 
der of Mrs. Hill,’ and another volume is a 
record of murders, and executions, and mis- 
cellaneous criminal matters. Three volumes 
now under way the scrap-book maker takes 
great pride in, being no less than ‘‘The Crimes 
ot Ministers.”’ 

Mr. Catheart sets great store by his library, 
and reckons its value in sordid dollars very 
high. ‘To him it represents twenty-five years 
of work, and he says that a man to make ap- 
Other such collection must start young and 
wait until all his hair has turned gray before 
it will be as complete.

Thereis no better investment thanina 
cotton factory in either place and Georgia should 
be proud of both. I prefer Atlanta simply because 
of my connections here.”’

Epitors CONSTITUTION: Asubject in which all the 
people of the city are interested is werthy of space 
in your columns for consideration. The general 
council having under advisement the question of 
levying an extraordinary tax the present year in 
addition to th2 ordinary tax hitnerto leviedand 
collected, it is proper to ascertain whether such 
levy is practicable or necessary. While the onusis 
on those who favor such a levy to demonstrate its 
propriety, itmay be safely assumed by those op- 
posed to the proposition. he extraordinary ex- 
pense contemplated to be incurred this year (inde- 
pendently of a paid fire depariment and extensive 
permanent street improvementjamounts, as we un- 
derstagd it, to $134,000 for pump and machinery at 
the Re works, and edditional main line of pipe 
from the works to the city. Now, estimating the re- 
ceipts from all sources and expenditures .n the 
regular departments the same as last year, there 
will be an excess to be applied to said extraordi- 
hary expense follows: A saving this 
over last year of $43,608.91, being the 
amount of unpaid deposit of former clerk and 
treasurer in Citizens’ bank, and lost to expenditures 
last year. Cash balance transferred from general 
council of 1881,being the excess of receipts over dis- 
bursements, $22,908.74, which on same basis supple 
ment by same excess in 1882, $22,908.74: these three 
items aggregating $89,427.59. Eut the tax collector,

REPORTS, 

The police commitiec reported adversely upon 
many-peutions for retail liquor license, and the re- 
ports were adopted. 

The committee upon estimates and appropriations 
to whom the resolution authorizing the levy of a 
special tax for the new water main, submitted a 
reportin which they said that the new pumps will 
rei‘ieve, to some extent, the immediate necessity 
upon the water Works, but the importance of an- 
other main pipeds obvious, and can only be had by 
levying an extraordinary tax. This report was 
adopted, and then the opinion of attorney Newman 
upon the the legality of the tax wasread. The 
opinion is as follows: 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 6, 1882.—To the Mayor and 
General Council of Atlanta—Gentlemen: In com- 
Dliance with the request of your body, 1 submit 
my opinion upon the question of the levy of an 
extraordinary tax of one-half of one per cent under 
section 3S in the city charter. 

It is proper first, to notice section 25 of the char- 
ter. it provides that “‘for the purpose of raising 
revenue for the support and maintenanee of the 
city government, the said mayor and general coun- 
ei] shall have full power and authority, and they 
shali provide by ordinance, for the assessment, 
levy ana collection of an ad valorem tax on all real 
nnd personal property within the incorporate lim- 
its of said city; notexceeding oue and oue-half per 
cent thereon, Which shall include the school tax 
which, under the laws of the state, is subject to tax 
ation, provided, nevertheless, that all assessments 
of real property shall be made at the cash market 
Vaiuation ”’ 

This is the law providing for the usual and ordi- 
nary ad valorem tax on property for the support of 
the city government. It restricts the tax for such 
ordinary purposes, undoubtedly, toone and one- 
hali per cent. 

Now section & of 
“that ine addition - to ordinary tax here- 
in allowed, the mayor and councilmen, and 
aldermen may in case of energency, to be judged 
of by them, levy al eXtraordiliary tax, not exceed- 
ing one-half of one percent on the taxable property 
of said city, the suid extraordinary tax to be added 
to the ordinary tax and collected at the sume time 
and used for the same purpose.’’ 

It will be perceived, therefore, that to authorize 
this extraordinary tax an ‘emergency’? must exist, 
and thatihe mayor and councilmen and aldermen 
are mude the judges of the emergency. it may be 
insisted that under. this language your body is not 
restricted or limited in any way; and that having 
authority to judge of the emergency they may say 
that any state of facts, orcondition of things, is an 
emergency, and thus Justify themselves in the levy 
of thisextra tax. But Ido not believe this to be 
the correet construetion of this secton. I believe 
that the emergency must exist, and thai while your 
body may judge as between emergencies, they can 
not determine that to be an emergency in the 
affairs of the city, which clearly and plainly is not. 
If you could doso, you might upon any pretext, 
however slight, levy thisextraordinary tax, and two 
per cent could and might become the zule, and one 
and one-half the exception. The rulelaid down by 
law writers and by the courts in construing statutes 
like this, where a municipal corporation § is 
authorized in exceptional instances to levy 
extra tax, or an unusual rate of taxation, is tha 
the condition of things contemplated by law, must 
clearly and plainly exist. There should be no 
strainivg the facts to meet he law, nor of the law 
to meet the facts. This view is sustained by both 
Cooley and Burroughs in ther works on taxation, 
and in Dillon on municipai corporations, coneceeced 
to be very high authority. Ourown supreme court 

_ has. in several cases, expressed the same opinion. 

In order to arrive atthe meaning of the legisla- 
ture, itis mecessary to understand or conmrue the 
meaning of the word “‘esnergency.” Webster de- 
fines its meaning to be “a condition of things 
appearing suddenly and unexpectedly.” “An 
nunfareseen occurrence.’’ *‘A sudden occasion.’’ “A 
comadination of circumstances which calts for im- 
medéate action or remedy.’’ “‘A ee necessity.”’ 
“An exegency,’”’ and such, I understand, to be the 
general definition given to it in ordinary use. 

I was informed by the action of your body that 
the supposed necessity for the extraordimary tax at 
this time. was the insufficiency of our system of 
water works, and especially the necessity for a new 
line of main pipe from the works into the city. In 
order to ascertainthe exact facts, and determine 
whether or not an emergency sufficientto authorize 
this extra tax existed. I had a conference on 
Wednesday with.the board of water com- 
missioners, an again in company 
with the mayor on Thursday. The commissioners 
and the sup?rintendent, all expressed the opinion 
that the greatest difficulty under whirh they had 
laboreu would be overcome by the erection of the 
new pumpsaud engines, which have been pur- 
chased ajreatly, and will soon be in pesition: and 
whieh, it is understood, I believe, can be paid f5 
witheut resort tothis extra:tax. They alse agreed, and 
gave us their opinion, that while the new main pipe 
was very desirable, and ought to be purchased and 
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istify it, yet they had not considered it, and did 
not consider it, such a necessity as required the 
adoption of any extraordinary measures to supply 
it. The commissioners and the superintendent ex- 
-pressed the further opinion that we had a much 
more abundant supply of waterand a better fire 
pressure than was generally supposed. And the 
president of the board further informed us that 
they conld not give the council any assurance that 
the new main pipe would give a sufficient pressure 
for fire purposes. 

Another matter that has been suggested, and 
which te.my mind was important, was, that having 
but one main line of pipe fiom the works to the 
city, any — of this pipe should 
burst daring e progress of a fire, it 
might subject us to very great danger and 
loss of property. I therefore made special inquiry 
of the commissioners on this subject and Both they 
and the superintendent sreemced to consider tbe 
danger of sich an occurr-nee to be extremely slight, 
and very improbable. They stated that the pipe 
had been subjected to a pressure one-third greater 
than it would be necessary for it to bear at any 
time, even if we had « very large and extraordinary 
tire. 

The commissioners finally eoncluded, however, 

that it would be better before giving any epinion 
to the council as a guide for their action in this 
matter, to wait until the new pumps and machin- 
ery are in position, and see what improvement will 
be etfected thereby. Both the board and superiu- 
tenent agree that this will probably add greatly 
to the efficiency of the system. , 
* After this investigation, and guided as I think it 
proper to be, by the opinion of the water Commis- 
sioners and superintendent as to the facts in €on- 
nection with ihe water works, lam led to the con- 
clusion that such an emergency does not exist as tc 
justify the levy of extra tax. It certainly does not 
exist at present, under any reasonable view that 
can be taken of the facts. Whether or not there 
will be a necessity hereafter, must depend upon 
what the future develops. g 

1 am confirmed and strengthened in the opinion 
I have formed upon this subject by my familiarity 
with the history of the present charter of the city, 
ealled ‘‘the new charter.’’ I know that it was in- 
tended thet the levy of thisextra tax should only 
be resorted to- under the pressure 
of exceptional and most necessitous circumstances. 
lf, for example, the dam at the water works should 
be washed away by an unprecedented rain, 1t 
would be an emergency authorizing the levy of 
this extra tax to replaceit. If an epidemic should 
prevailin our city, and there was not sufficient 
means to care for the sick and bury the dead, this 
levy could be justified.

A LARGE SCARE. 


On Aecount of the Appearance of a Man Just Ke- 
covered from Small-Pex. 

Yesterday morning great excitement was crea- 
ted among the citizens living in the neighborhood 
of the corner of Decatur and Moore streets, by 
the announcement that there was a negro in one 
of the Stehane houses, near the old Air-Line of- 
fice, who had small-pox. A number of people were 
on the eve of moving at once and the uneasi- 
ness was at fever heat. An investigation of he 
case Was made by Dr. M. C. Martin, when it was 
ascertained the negro 1eferred to was John Graves, 
the tramp who, while recently on his way from 
alabama to Georgia was attacked by the disease at 
Cartersville. He had a certificate signed by Dr. 
Hammett, of Cartersville. which stated that he had 
fully recovered from the disease, and had been 
thoroughly washed and supplied with a new suit of 
clothes, and that his old clothes had been burned 
Dr. Hammett treated the case. The crusts had 
nearly all disappeared from the negroes body, but 
enough remained to cause a very general feeling of 
fear among those who saw him. Dr. Martin gave it 
as his opinion that there was no reason for fear, and 
quiet was restored. The uegro came down from 
Cartersville Sunday night. and is visiting relatives 
at the place at which he is stopping. Yesterday af- 
ternoon Dr. Paird, of the city board of health, went 
down to see the ease, and when he had done so 
srzid to a CONSTITUTION reporter: 

“[ donot think thatany harm will come of it. 
Tere are only a few crusts on certain parts of the 
negro’s body and I am pretty sure that the disease 
Canm@t be taken by contact with him. However, to 
make assurance doubly sure, I think the Carters- 
ville authorities should have kept him for a week 
longer.’’

THE ROAD LAWS. 

By the laws of Georgia in force at the close of the 
war, the public roads were cut out and usually 
worked by the white males between 16 and 45 years 
oi age; and by male slaves and free negroes be- 
tween 16 and 60, ; 

In the organization of most of the incorporated 
towns and cities authority has been given to lay in 
commutation of this duty, a street tax; and gerer- 
ally this tax is three dollars per head on each per- 
son liable to work the roads. 

This road duty in the country and this street tax 
are enforceable by penal laws. 

The road commissioner in the country may issue 
a warrant for the arrest of the delinquent and im- 
prison him. This power did not exist in slavery 
times. The commissioners might fine, but could 
not imprison. The power to imprison came in first 
by the act of February 23, 1866—acts of 1865 and 66; 
page, 23d; code 1873, paragraph 619. 

In the cities—su ppose we take Atlanta asa speci- 
men—if one subject to road duty fails to pay his 
street tax, they ‘“‘make a case” against him before 
the recorder, and he is fined generally ten dollars 
if he doeg# not pay this and the tax and costs, iu all 
fifteen dollars, he is put to work on the streets as a 
criminal, to work the whole out at fifty cents a day. 
This amounts to a penal servitude for thirty days 
for failing to pay astreet tax of three dollars. I do 
not know how they enforce the law in all the cities 
and towns. but the law gives them the same power 
all over the state. 

One other thing to set forth the system more fully. 
A man ora BOY may be forced in the country (on 
pain of imprisonment at the discretion of the road 
commissioners) to work on the roads as much as 
five days at one time, and as much as fifteen days 
each year, and besides time enough to meet any 
special emergency that may arise. Under thg old 
slave system this programme for cutting oufand 
working the roads was bearable, since the rich 
men owned the slaves, and the burden fell mainly 
on them, 

But in a state where all are free, these :aws are 
most grossly outrageous and oppressive, especially 
as since the war all have become free, this terribly 
dangerous and oppressive discretion has been given 
to the road commissioners to enforce them by im- 
prisonment, at their discretion. 

In all the old free states the roads are made and 
worked by funds raised by taxation. Have the 
poor and the rich an equal interest in the roads? 
Should a farm hand who gets ten dollars a month 
for his labor have the same liabilities cast upon 
him as the owner of a thousand acres of land? 

I see in a late paper a statement of the purchase 
of a plantation in Jefferson county—the “‘old town’’ 
place—at $32,000. Under the law as it stands, the 
owner of that place has no more burden upon him 
in relation to the public roads than there is upon 
the poorest farm hand he hires to work on it. 

The poor laborer in the city of Atlanta, who gets 
seventy-five cents a aay for his hired labor, pays the 
same street tax as the richest man in thecity, andif 
the rich man be over fifty, the burden is pot upon 
him atall. Such a system needs but to be stated to 
be condemned,

Executor’s Sale of the Property of the Late Captain 
William Kidd, and What it is Assessed For— 
Description of the Property to be Sold— 
~The Will—The Total Value, 


Probably the most important sale of real 
estate Which Atlanta has ever had will take 
place to-day ia the executor’s sale of the 
property of the late Captain William Kidd. 
It will certainly be the severest test of the 
yalue of her real estate. The Centennial 
block, at the foot of Whitehall street, and the 
four-story building in the rear of it, will be 
sold. This property is assessed at $125,000, 
and can be taken as a good average centrally 
located property. The Centennial block was 
erected in 1876, and is a three-story brick, 
with five ground-tloor stores and twenty-seven 
offices and three other rooms. The other 
building is four stories high, and fronts 
on the railroad. ie supplied 
with a constructed 
fora light All of 
the property is now rented except the new 
building, which Mr. Mecaslin, the executor, 
has declined to rent. forthe present. The 
building will, however, readily bring $2,500 
perannum. This, with the centennial build- 
ing, Which now rents for about ten thousand 
dollars a year, makes twelve thousand five 
hundred dollars as the revenue from this 
yoperty alone. The property was assessed 
ast year at $100,000, but since that time $15,- 
000 has been put in the new four story build- 
ing and the natural increase in the value of 
the property is represented by $10,000 increase 
in the assessed valuation made for the 
ear 1882. By a strange coinci- 
oll the city assessors and 
the board of appraisers appointed by the court 
of ordinary made the same valuation. The 
other property to be disposed of consists of a 
vacant lot on Marietta street and a fot on 
Merritt's avenue together with a long list of 
stocks and bonds. 

THE TOTAL VALUE. 

The total value of Captain Kidd's property 
will not fall short of $250,000, the accumula- 
tion of his lifetime. It was appraised at 
$253,000. One half of the property, left after 
the payment of some inal bequests, goes to 
one of his sisters in Ireland. She will get 
robably more than a hundred thousand dol- 

rs. A sister in Philadelphia gets three- 
eighths, and a nephew in Philadelphia gets 
one eighth. These amounts are to be paid 
after other small bequests are settled. 
Among them are several small bequests. 
of a thousand dollars each—one to the library 
—anda bequest of about ten thonsand dol- 
lars in real estate to Mr. John H. Mecas- 
lin, the executor of the estate. The property 
will be sold Tuesday, in front of the court- 
house door, by Colonel George W. Adair, for 
eash. The fact that the bulk of the property will 
be sold together makes it impossible for men 
of small means to get a chance at it without 
forming asyndicate. It is said that two syn- 
dicates have been formed to purchase the 
Centennial block property and that there will 
be two other bidders, making four in all. 
This vast property was accumulated by Cap- 
tain Kidd during his lifetime more by econo- 
my and holding on well to what he made 
than by any piece of financial ability. In 
1847 he bought the ground on which the Cen- 
tennial block now stands from the Georgia 
railroad and banking company, and by hold- 
ing on to it greatly helped him on to his for- 
tune. Thesale will be an interesting one, 
and the bidding will be lively.

THE LIQUOR LAWV. 


The Regulations Which are to Govern the Saloon- 
K cepers. 

Comptroller-General Wright has just fin- 
ished sending out blank books to the ordinaries 
and tax collectors of the various counties in 
the state, to be used in carrying out the law 
passed by the last legislature, requiring liquor 
dealers to register. The law is not generally 
known of among saloon-keepers. It requires 
that after the first day of April, 1882, sellers 
of liquor shall, before engaging in business, 
register their names with the ordinary of the 
county in which they propose to carry on 
business. A special book is kept for that pur- 
pose. It isthen made the duty of the ordinary to 
notify the tax collector of his county and the 
comptroller-general of the state of the regis 
tration; and the comptroller is required to 
keep a register of the same. The tax collector 
is also required to keep a record of the name 
of the hquoer dealer. When the register is 
made the dealer is required to at once pay to 
the tax collector the entire year’s tax, and the 
law provides that a failure to pay the tax or to 
register is punishable asa misdemeanor. The 
tax colleetor is required to give information 
against the offender, and his failure to do so 
makes it the duty of the comptroller-general 
to proceed egainst him for the amount due by 
the defaulting liquor <deaier. The books are 
furnished by the com ptroller-general 
to the ordinaries and tax col- 
lectors. The tax collectors are 
to make quarterly reperts to the comptroller 
general and remit to the state treasurer. The 
act does not relieve saloon ay fees from the 
operations of United States laws or local 
iaws. The grand juries of the counties are re-
